Every Monogram and Belmont Pen is guaranteed 
to please the user and whenever the user is not satisfied 
and you will mail the pen to the Monogram Service 
Station, Grand Haven, Michigan, we will repair or 
exchange it for a new pen without charge PROVID- 
ING A LETTER ACCOMPANIES THE PEN 
STATING JUST WHY THE PEN DOES NOT 
GIVE SATISFACTION. To avoid mistakes it is 
always best to wrap the letter around the pen to be 
repaired or exchanged. 

A pen which is not satisfactory to the user is not 
always a defective pen. It may be the point is not 
adapted to the user's hand or style of writing. There- 
fore, it is absolutely necessary we have the infor- 
mation as to what the trouble is in order to guide us 
in making the exchange or adjustment. 

In making this broad guarantee we do so knowing 
no stockholder will expect us to repair or replace any 
pen without charge which has been broken by being 
dropped or misused in other ways.
